Thirty-Eighth Annual Hunter

Bear In Reserve 

Hundreds of hunters, with many 
Championship horses from _ other 
shows, ‘‘that rode like polo ponies,”’ 
in the levelest field of entries in 
years, made the 38th annual Hunter 
Show of America, the Warrenton 
Horse Show, one of its most success- 
ful. Mrs. Howard M. Hanna’s Big 
John, from her stable, the Holliday 
Farms, Mentor, Ohio, was awarded 
the Grand Championship for’ the 
second time. This 9 year old chest- 
nut gelding, last year’s Garden best, 
won also in Warrenton’s show in 
1935. 

Mrs. John Hay Whitney’s The 
Bear, placed over Big John in the 
model, was awarded the Reserve, 
and also garnered honors in the 
Green Hunter Grand Championship, 
when stablemate Airy Spirit took 
Reserve. 

In the open-jumping, the Morris 
Clark ridden, Whoopie, a_ Clifton 
Farms, Orange, Va., jumper, won the 
Championship rosette for notable 
wins over splendid Fort Myer show 
team mounts, and others. Rusty, a 
Fort Myer horse, was second. 

Mrs. Hanna, riding her mount in 
most of the two-days’ events, Friday 
and Saturday, did a splendid job in 
putting her veteran’ through his 
paces, despite treacherous slippery 
going, when rain soaked the ring on 
the final afternoon. Judges: Henry 
L. Bell, Bayside, N. Y.; W. Brock 
Fuller, Milwaukee, Mis., and George 
H. Timmins, M. F. H. Groton, Mass., 
Pinned the Ohioan’s entry first, fol- 
lowing brilliant performances, in the 
Thoroughbred and Qualified Hunt- 
ers, the $300. Hunter Stake and the 
Corinthian Classes. In winning the 
latter event, Big John deservedly 
got a leg on the John Barton Payne 
Memorial trophy.

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the integrity of China, made with 8 other nations in 1922. It is time 
that she remembered her signature of the Kellogg-Briand Pact in 
which she agreed to renounce war as a national policy. It does no 
harm to recall these facts publicly to Japan and voice resentment of 
her action, but the President spoke of “concerted effort.” These 
words imply some sort of economic boycott of Japan, a definite mili- 
tary action by the countries of the world or a united stand against 
her as an aggressor nation. 

Every effort should be made to stop war in China as in other parts 
of the world, but a realistic attitude brings peace-loving nations face 
to face with an old phrase, “A war to end war.” 

A concerted effort must mean action of some sort. Action means 
counter action on the part of Japan, but is the United States ready to 
back up its words and fight if necessary to maintain its principle of 
the sacredness of treaties? The lesson of 1918 is still too fresh in 
men’s minds to be forgotten. War did not end war then, nor will it 
end war today. The theory of sanctions, the threat of an economic 
boycott, did not stop Italy in her conquest of Ethiopia even when the 
threat was made by no less a nation than Great Britain. The threat 
was made and Italy asserted that the application of sanctions meant 
war and it was not Italy that backed down, but Great Britain. The 
threat has not been forgotten by Italy, today, nor did it help the 
cause of peace. 

A nation, already engaged in war, her population worked to a fever 
pitch of patriotic ardor, is not a pleasant article to deal with. Like} 
some wounded beast, it can turn on its pursurers in a life and death 
struggle for it has everything to gain and nothing to lose. Unless, 
therefore, the United States and all the other signatories of the 9- 
power pact protecting China, are ready to enforce their demands 
with war, silence is golden. This country has little to gain and every- 
thing to lose in making a stand against Japan, only to back down, 
when and if Japan should choose to call the bluff, nor would such an 
attitude be good for peace.

It seems a far cry from our Middle- 
purg of today, with its paved roads, 
automobiles, telephones and all ap- 
purtenances of a modern towa, to the 
dawn of the eighteenth century when 
Queen Anne, the last Stuart, became 
Queen-Empress of Britain. 

Already the Jamestown colony was 
flourishing as was the Plymouth set- 


tlement made thirteen years later. 
Now, turning her attention from dis- 
order and discord at home, Queen

Word had come to England of the 
richness and beauty of the “Hill 
north and west of Jamestown 
and Her Highness made plans to set- 
tle this abundant land.

Hall, near the present White 
Clarke County and here the youthful 
George Washington surveyed the 
endless leagues of the Fairfax hold- 
ings. 

Winging east, the land between the 
Shenandoah and the Potomac was 
surveyed and the counties of Fairfax, 


Loudoun, Fauquier, then virgin wild- 
erness, were surveyed by Washing- 
ton. 


Lord Fairfax came over to take 
possession of his holdings about 
1715-20. With him came John Wash- 
ington, Nicholas Spencer and John 
Chinn who settled on the Rappahan- 
nock, near the present site of Fred- 
ericksburg. Disliking the rolling 
tidewater country, John Chinn decid- 
ed to move farther north, so bought 
a vast tract of land from Lord 
fax, running from the present Gord 
onsville north and west to the Blue 
Ridge. 

Here, in 1720, Chinn came to set- 
tle the wilderness and the first small 
house was built and what in later 
years was known as Chinn’s Cross- 
Roads, had its beginning: As_ the 
village grew, more permanent houses 
were built and the present Iron Jock- 
ey stands on the site of the first brick 
and stone house built here in 1749. 

John Chinn chose one of the high- 
est sites in the neighborhood upon 
which to build his country seat and 
this substantial stone house stood for 
many decades and was destroyed by 
fire about thirty years ago. Passing 
out of Chinn’s hands at that time the 
farm was bought by T. U. Dudley 
who built a house on the site of the 
one destroyed and this, in turn was 
burned some twelve years afterward. 
Now another imposing stone mansion 
crowns the spot, the home of C. O. 
Iselin, Jr. 

Here the _ apprentice-surveyor, 
Washington, spent many a night and 
here he housed his tripods and other 
tools of his trade. He is said to have 
Surveyed the present Route 50 and 
the Braddock Road running north- 
west from Aldie. According to local 
tradition, Washington built his first 
house at Aldie. 

Standing away to the southwest from 
the Chinn holdings was a large estate 
belonging to the Powells. Being of 
daredevil Cavalier stock, both Chinns 


and Powells enjoyed horse racing, 
cards and other sports that involved 


Accord- 
ing to home-made history, they were 


a strong element of chance.

or since,

Defiantly retiring to their holdings, 
the Powells called their estate “Mt. 
Defiance’, while the newly restored 
Chinn property was known from that 
day forth as ‘Mt. This 
name has later

capital letters, hot dog stand, in the 
former office.

The Jim Skinners’ Twenty-Fifth 
Anniversary Party A Howling 
Success 


A twenty-fifth anniversary in this 
age of separations and divorces is 
something really outstanding, and I 
was duly impressed by the party the 
James B. Skinners gave last Sunday 
night to celebrate theirs. 

Before I go into the food question 
(1 have to do this as this is a food 
column) I have to say a few things 
about the way the house looked.

First of all, when we arrived we 
were given the most delicious Saz- 
erac cocktails (I tried to get this re- 
cipe out of Margot, but it is a deep 
dyed secret, having been given to her 
by an old friend in New Orleans). 
Along with these we had our choice 
of a number of different kinds of hors 
d’ouvres, the best one I thought was 
a mixture of cream cheese and cav- 
iar. 

Dinner was buffet. Along with cold 
turkey, lima beans, hot rolls and 
cheeses there were several very dif- 
erent dishes the recipes coming from 
the place, noted for its good food 
namely New Orleans. One was a 
salad ‘‘bien fatigue’, another a stuf- 
fed egg plant the likes of which I 
have never tasted, and a Gombo file, 
(recipe below). This Gombo I have 
never seen in a recipe book, and Mrs. 
Skinner tells me it was given to her 
by her mother and was given to her 
by her mother and to her by her 
mother and so on and on and on. The 
dessert was a divine sort of nut filled 
ice cream in merangues, then coffee. 
All through the evening an excellent, 
dry and perfectly iced champagne 
‘was served. 

Everything was pepped up by an 
accordian player. He was marvelous, 
and when everyone started to dance 
he would step around them in the 
most dexterous way you can imagine. 
I wish I had found out his name as I 
know he would come in very handy 
on a lot of parties around here. I'll 
find out for you if you are really in- 
terested and drop me a line. 

GOMBO FILE 

1 large tender chicken 
2 large slices or %4-pound lean ham 

1 bay leaf—3 sprigs parsley 

1%-pound red pepper without the 
Seeds 

3 dozen oysters 

1 large onion—1 sprig thyme 

2 quarts of oyster water. 

2 quarts boiling water 

Salt and pepper and cayenne to 
taste. 

Clean and cut chicken as for fricas- 
Sie, drench with salt and black pep- 
Per. Cut the ham into dice shapes 
and chop the onion, parsley and 
thyme very fine. Put a generous 
amount of half butter and half lard 
into a soup kettle or deep stewing 
pot when good and hot put in the 
ham and chicken. Cover closely and 





fry for about ten minutes, then add 
the onion and parsley and thyme, 
stirring occasionally to prevent burn- 
ing. When nicely browned add the 
boiling water and throw in the oyster 
stock which has been thoroughly 
heated. Add the bay leaf chopped 
very fine and the pepper pods cut in 
two, and set the Gombo back to sim- 
mer for about an hour longer. When 
nearly ready to serve dinner and 
while the Gombo is boiling add the 
fresh oysters. Let the Gombo re- 
main on the stove for about three 
minutes longer and then remove the 
pot from the fire. Have ready the 
tureen set in a ‘“‘bain marie” or hot 
water bath, for once the file is added 
the gombo must NEVER be warmed 
over. Take 2 tablespoons of the file 
and drop gradually into the pot of 
boiling hot gombo stirring slowly to 
mix thoroughly, pour into the tur- 
een (or tureens, if there is to be a 
second passing) and serve with boil- 
ed rice. The rice should be cooked 
quite dry, so that each grain stands 
apart. Brought to the table in a 
separate dish, covered and 
first.

Never boil 
the gombo with the rice and never 
add file while the gombo is on the 
fire, as boiling after the file is added 
tends to make the gombo stringy and 
unfit for use or else the file is preci- 
pitated to the bottom of the pot which 
is equally to be avoided. 

This all sounds pretty complicated, 
but it really is not. It is written just 
as it was written years and years ago, 
and not haphazardly as we scribble 
down recipes to-day. 

All the people in this country who 
are friends of the Skinners were 
present. Both white and black. The 
colored people added a lot of umph 
to the evening by their beautiful 
singing and efficiency in making 
everyone comfortable. I think the 
busiest person was a tiny brown 
skinned child who has been brought 
up in Mrs. Skinner’s house. She 
(named Celistine) flew around like a 
whirlwind waiting on everyone and 
making herself indispensable and 
very entertaining. 

I had to leave early as Arthur has 
to leave for Laurel every morning at 
five, but from what I hear the next 
morning the party went on until all 
hours and everyone had the most di- 
vine time.

Quail Farm Proves Novel But 
Successful Industry For Fred 
Sharpe At The Plains 


Intensely interesting, not only 
from a sporting angle, but from the 
point of view of a paying industry as 
well, is the Northern Virginia Quail 
Breeding Farm, owned and manag- 
ed by Fred W. Sharp, Jr., at The 
Plains. 

Entering the business in 1933 on 
a small and unpretentious basis, Mr. 
Sharp has gradually developed this 
concern into one of the largest and 
finest quail breeding establishments 
in Virginia. Starting with an initial 
twenty-five pair of native New Jer- 
sey birds, the end of the first year 
saw close to a thousand young birds 
raised and shipped to various points 
throughout the country, a result of 
careful raising and personal super- 
vision. Thus, with an exceedingly 
good foundation, Mr. Sharp has ex- 
panded each year to the point where 
he now keeps a hundred and fifty 
pair of breeders and ships' several 
thousand young quail every fall. 

The year’s industry begins’ in 
April with the laying season. Those 
birds selected for size and egg pro- 
duction, are numbered, banded and 
vaired into breeding pens. These 
pens are raised above the ground 
and have wire floors for sanitation. 
Here the mating birds are fed, wa- 
tered, and inspected daily. Each 
pen has its individual pan of dirt for 
the birds to dust in and they are

chicks. The first week the brooder 
houses are kept at a temperature of 
ninety-five degrees, which tempera- 
ture is lowered five degrees each 
week following and at the end of the 
first week the chicks are” allowed 
into the outdoor runways. The floors 
of the houses are concrete’ over 
which fresh shavings are spread ev- 
ery day. 

At the end of a month in these 
cosy quarters the young birds pro- 
gress to growing pens, where they 
remain from a month to a month 
and a half. These pens, like the lay- 
ing pens, are raised above’ ground 
and have wire floors. At the end of 
the period required in the growing 


houses the young birds are large 
enough to be shipped. They are 


then crated and sent by express. to 
their various destinations. 


The late summer and early fall 
months are considered the best time 
to put the young birds out, as they 
are used for 


re-stocking purposes 











and have a chance to accustom 
themselves to the open, finding plen- 
ty of insects and covert before’ the 
shooting season begins. Also they 
bring better prices per covey at this 
time and many are purchased by 
sportsmen to be used during field 
trials. 

Mr. Sharp has recently introduc- 
ed a new breed of quail to his farm 
which promises to become one of 
the most popular type of game birds 
in the East. Already well established 
on the West Coast, this bird, the 
Chukar, is an importation from In- 
dia and little resembles our own na- 
tive Bobwhite in color and size, al- 
though it has definite quail charac- 
teristics and has proved_ splendid 
for hunting purposes. Nearly twice 
as large as our American bird, the 
Chukar Partridge has plumage fleck- 
ed with grayish tints across’ the 
back and wings, definite stripes 
across the breast and dark head 
markings, with pink bill and _ feet. 
The male and female are almost 
identical, in fact it is difficult to dis- 
tinguish them from one another be- 
fore the birds are fully grown. 

Mr. Sharp feels confident that 
these new birds will in a short while 
prove an asset to his farm, as they 
are fairly easy to raise, the mortality 
being less than with native birds, 
and their adaptability to this coun- 
try has increased the demand for 
them considerably in the short time 
since their introduction to America
